Trends Noted 
In Demands of 
Social Health 



"In many parts of the country, 
sanltorliim . beds will probably be 
used for mental patients in the 
future," Dr. Charles W. MacMillan 
of the Department of. Health and 
Social Medicine at McGlll said last 
night at a meeting of the Canadl 
an Progress Club In the ^ount 
Rdyal Hotel. "The true use of 
medical science in the prevention 
of disease," Dr. MacMillan said 
"has been utilized for only half 
century, but in that short time 
diphtheria, typhoid fcVer,' tuber 
ciilosis, pneumonia and the severe 
intestinal infections < have been 
been brought under, control— dis' 
cases which at the beginning of 
the century were the chief causes 
of death." 

"Today," the speaker continued 
"people arc dying of heart disease 

— coronary thrombosis, cancer and 
general heading 'violent deaths' — 
<Ulclde, homicide, traffic and high 
Mjf accidents, étc.'. ànd It U ta 
ward thé. reduction, (Of .these;'condi 
tlons those ckùses grouped tinder 
this that our program must be dl 
reeled,' while at the same, time 
maintaining, control of the group 
of diseases, previously mentioned.

He must 
develop thatlsénse ot values with- 
out which'i lÂ, ^engincè^ is not an 
engin'ecr, ^^•tid-l'with ■ which 'his 
works lwHI jlendf^iiDWard peace by 
producing linaicrfat' security for all 
peoples.
